New York, March 25.—Jess Willard. 
champion heavyweight of the world. 
easily outpointed Frank Moran in a 10- 
round bout here tonight. Willard had 
the better on points in every round ex- 
cept the third, which went to Moran 
by a narrow margin and the eighth 
and ninth which were even. 

The conqueror of Jack Johnson 
claimed to have broken all the bones 
in the back of his right hand during 
a slashing rally in the third, and it 
was notable that he did not use his 
right to any extent in later rounds. 
Occasionally he uppercut to Moran's 
body or jaw with that hand, but it 
lacked the punishing power shown in 
his training work. 

The chief feature of Moran's battle 
was his gameness. Although he could 
8 no impression on Ulard with 
his hardest swings, he fought steadily 
and courageously under a hail of left 
jabs and hooks which battered his face 
and almost closed his left eye toward 
the end of the bout. Several times 
Moran was dazed by the champions 
smashes, but Willard, fighting with 
his usual lack of aggressiveness, did 
not appear to try particularly for a 
knockout.

Beyond the fart that the proposed 
rule to be made by the retail mer- 
chants of Atlanta pertaining to re- 
turn of goods three days after pur- 
chase, is ective to the merchants 
themselves and their employees, it 
will prove beneficial to women gen- 
erally in making them more careful 
as purchasers. 

More than two-thirds of the em- 
Ployees in the stores where women’s 
garment are sold, their corsets, under- 
wear, etc., and materials by the yard, 
are women. They represent what is 
called the women wage-carners—that 
element for whom organizations stand 
to help and for whom the more fortu- 
nate woman deciares her sympathy con- 


ly. 

We hear of organizations going as 
far as congress to ask that better 
hours be legislated for in behalf of 
the woman wage-earner and better 
Wages assured her, yet in the every- 
day practical way, in which the leisure 
or more fortunate woman may help 
her sister earner, the former frequent- 
ly fail. 

In this very matter of returnable 
goods, the woman who makes a prac- 
tice of it directly affects the wage 
of the saleswoman. The latter’s sal- 
ary basis is upon the sales actually 
made, not on the number of things se- 
lected and sent out on approval, or 
presumably bought only to be returned. 


THOUGHTLESS 
SHOPPERS. 


Therefore, when a woman indolently, 
thoughtlessly or whimesically takes 
up the time of a saleswoman, finally 
ordering garments or materials to be 
delivered, only to be returned to the 
store after several days or weeks, she 
has not only reduced the value of the 
goods returned, but deliberately de- 
creased the actual earning of the wom- 
an whose time she has taken. Another 
inconsistency of the “taking back“ 
habit of women is that they are work- 
ing against one of their own pet hob- 
bies in organization; that is, the con- 
servation of health through a campaign 
against contagion and infection. In no 
Way can germs be more surely dissem- 
inated than through garments which 
are sent out on approval, tried on or 
otherwise generally exposed. Especial- 
ly is this true in regard to ready-made 
garments, hats, etc. 

That women have abused their power 
in this direction is proven in the pro- 
posed action of the Retail Merchants’ 
association of Atlanta, who are follow- 
ing a similar movement inaugurated 
now in the larger cities in every sec- 
tion of the country. 

Examples of the abuse are quoted by 
merchants, and their records show 
losses that indicate their chivalry and 
patience have been fully tried. In the 
making an enforcement of the new 
rules a Special care will be taken in 
the necessarily. extended time for fill- 
ing mail orders, the time required for 
delivery and returned to be added to 
the three days of grace to be allowed 
on all returnable goods. 

I believe that the better element of 
women will not only see that the rules 
are entirely reasonable, but that they 
will willingly co-operate with mer- 
chants in enforcing them. Many wom- 
en have not realized the effect of the 
returned purchase on women em- 
ployees, and I predict this one incident 
alone will argue in favor of the three- 
day rule and its enforcement—that is, 
if the women of the movement really 
mean all they say about altruism or 
wanting to help one another. 


PART OF A 
WOMAN’S BUSINESS. 


It is a part of a woman’s business to 
look the best she can on all occasions. 
It is difficult to accomplish even if 
she gives time to it, but if she is care- 
less the results are evident. Her first 
effort in this business of looking her 
best is logically in the matter of being 
personally dainty—well groomed. This 
does not necessarily mean the curling 
of her hair by a specialist, the mani- 
curing of her nails by an expert, nor 
the purchase of theamost expensive 
creams and cosmetics. It means rather 
the careful conservation of what God 
has given her in the matter of ap- 
pearance—incidentally in carriage or 
bearing; complexion, hair and coun- 
tenance. 

Even when she has done the best she 
can in this direction, her responsibility 
continues in the kind of clothes she 
wears. She has te pay for these or her 
father, husband or natural protector or 
supporter does it, and she is morally 
obligated to see what her business in 
this direction is and to make the best 
of this part of her business. 

If she is thoughtless about it, her 
appearance directly indicates it. The 
woman who has the greatest number of 
garments—the most extensive trous- 
seau—is by no means always the best 
gowned or appearing woman. On the 
contrary, it is frequently the woman 
with the most limited trousseau who 
is the best dressed, for she has been 
careful. She has made a business of 
her purchases, and she has the right 
kind of gown for the right time and 
place. She studies the places to which 
she goes, the section in which she trav- 
els, before she makes her purchases, 
and she studies the kind of gowns, hats, 
Ste., to be worn on certain occasions. 
Frequently such women seem to care 
leas about clothes and talk less about 
them than those who never get beyond 
the subject of clothes in conversa- 
tion, 

THE WHIMSICAL 
BUYER. 


The whimsical buyer, who goes to 
the shops the beginning of the season 
and without considering her needs, but 
momentarily following the dictates of 
fancy, is the woman who is not at- 
tending to her business, and is the one 
who has forced the merchant to make 
the three-day rule. 

To such a woman the new rule may 
prove a blessing. 

She will think before she pays fifteen 
dollars for a sport hat when she 
neither golfs, participates in out-of- 
door sports, or even walks in subur- 
ban places. She will think ‘ several 
times before she buys a black jet aft- 
ernoon gown made en train, when she 
stops to think that such a gown is 
only suitable for occasions where she 
is rarely present. She will stop to 
think before she selects her winter 


sult in tomato color, when it is to be 
the only one she has for church, walk- 
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ing, marketing and even for informal 
evening occasions. Tomato color is 
very pretty if a woman can afford 
to indulge in fads and in the purchase 
of a suit that can only be worn ap- 
propriately two or three times a sea- 
son. ‘ 


TOMATO 


COLOR. 

I have nothing against tomato color 
as a color, but I firmly believe it would 
challenge the piety of the most be- 
nign preacher if it were the first thing 
he saw every Sunday during the win- 
ter when he looked in the direction in 
which the member of his flock sat who 
had selected the tomato-colored gown. 
And the trouble is, so often the pur- 
chaser of these novelty costumés real- 
ize their error, after they have looked 
at themselves carefully; they rue the 
error of their way, and they make 
bold, put the costume back in its box, 
return it to the merchant with the 
gentle comment, "It doesn’t suit.” 

The same conduct ig followed, in re- 
@ard to the evening hat purchased im- 
pulsively, and then having to be worn 
at church and funerals unless it is re- 
turned with the lining soiled and the 


comment, “It is not becoming.” 
esese 


THE SMARTLY 
GOWNED WOMAN. 


The smart woman is the one who 
knows the things first of all which 
are becoming to her; who knows next 
just what she most needs the begin- 
ning of each season, and who makes 
her purchases accordingly. When she 
has first seen what she needs, then she 
can afford to elaborate upon her trous- 
seaus, getting the things she likes and 
can afford. Such a woman is generally 
among those classed as well dressed.“ 

The best dressed women avoid the 
extremes; they are never bizarre and 
they will stop to think before they buy 
the stockings that seream,“ the shoes 
that stare,“ the gowns that “chal- 
lenge—for they are for the women 
who do not know any better. 

Therefore, I believe that it is a wel- 
come movement, this or any other in- 
augurated, Which will make women 
careful about their business of look- 
ing as well as they can all the time. 
The more careful the purchase, the 
more careful the trousseau and the bet- 
ter gowned the woman, 

I remember being at a resort once, 
a southern resort in the hot’ summer. 
A group of ladies came with a wagon 
load of trunks and the word was pass- 
ed among the rocking chair brigade 
on the porch that these ladies had won- 
derful trousseaus. They did—they had 
evening gowns of wondrous kind; nets 
spangled and bejeweled, and they had 
sparkling gewsgaws for their hair. 
There was only a band Saturday night 
at the hotel; nothing doing but flirting 
in the moonlight after dinner; long 
strolls; games of bridge if it were cool. 
There was really no place for. these 
ladies and their clothes. They had 
high-heeled white shoes to walk over 
the mountains in and white taffeta silk 
suits in which they went rowing and 
it nearly always rained the afternoons ) 
they went. 

They wore white-plumed hats in to 
Sunday dinners and lacé gowns over 
colored silks, and when they went 
strolling out for a little walk—it rain- 
ed just as it will in the mountains. 

They were no funnier, however, than 
some of Atlanta’s sport clothes ha- 
bitues of last summer who wore heavy 
silk sweaters up town shopping in Au- 
gust and sport hats with lingerie 
gowns in the evening.

Wno 1s 
RESPONSIBLE? 


Who is responsible for the very ques- 
tionable attire being worn by young 
girls on the street? There is no use to 
blame this on the motion pictures, on 
theaters or any of the other worldly 
places where young people go. They 
may go too frequently to these places, | 
but the places can’t be held responsible 
for the fashions. The young girls re- 
ferred to are too young to have money 
of their own; the majority, I imagine, 
are too young to have the liberty of 
their own allowance from their parents. 
They are not working girls who can 
control their own wage, because the 
latter are working, not traipsing up 
and down the streets in the afternoon. 
Their employers will not permit of 
their dressing as these young women 
do, anyway. 

They have well-to-do parentage or 
they could not have the clothes they 
wear, but they are dressing in a fashion 
which is demoralizing in its abandon, 
color, fabric and cut. At corners where 
care cross and many people congregate 
to take cars to different points of the 
city, these young women afford spec- 
tacular performances getting on and 
off cars, which would try the chivalry 
of the most saintly of the masculine 
sex, and embarrass the women who are 
self-respecting and who happen to be 
in the vicinity. 

The fashion of the moment is run- 
ning to bright colors, but the color is 
the least of the abuse. First may be 
mentioned the brevity of the skirt, and 
its flaring fuliness. Then comes the 
high boot, which does not conceal sev- 
eral inches of striped or plaid stock- 
ing. Then there is the gaudy hat pulled 
at an angle to show frowsy hair and 
the complexion suggests caricature for 
a Humpty-Dumpty pantomime. The 
loud perfume and rattling vanity and 
powder boxes are incidents of the ftoi- 
lets. 

Now, these young women must live 
somewhere, but who lives in these 
homes with them? Can it be that these 
girls have mothers who see them 
garbed in this fashion and do not pro- 
hibit them going out that way. Have 
mothers lost entire control over these 
daughters, or are they, too, careless and 
out on the etreets seeking diversion? 
If these mothers are indifferent; if they 
think their daughters are safe from 
comments and overtures of the vulgar, 
they are mistaken. How can the par- 
ents of these ill-dressed young girls 
be awakened to the appearance their 
daughters make on the streets in the 
the afternoon and aroused to protect 
them?

Heretefore the exhibits 
made by women at fairs, large or small, 
have been more or less what is termed 
the “dead exhibits’—things which have 
been displayed on a competitive basis. 

Prizes have been awarded, but there 
has been no way to show wherein the 
work might be improved, might take 
on new phases through exhibitors see- 
ing the work of the women from other 
sections, and even from other countries. 
How to do these things, too, has been 
left for women to find out. But it is 
the purpose of the woman’s department 
of this forthcoming fair to have not 
only the interesting exhibits in the 
things women have always done, but 
to show the new things women are 
doing, and the strides they have made 
in bettering the work and wares for- 
merly exhibited by them at fairs. 

One of the distinct purposes of the 
department is not only to reach the 
women of the state with the message 
of the department, but actually to 
bring to the woman’s department wom- 
en in clubs and oups from all parts 
of the state. For this purpose Mrs. 
Nellie Peters Black, chairman of the 
Southeastern fair department of the 
Georgia Federation of Clubs, and Mrs. 
Samuel Lumpkin, president of the wom- 
an’s department, have attended agricul- 
tural rallies in twelve different sec- 
tions of the state, where they have 
brought the message of the Southeast- 
ern Fair association to the women. The 
district chairmen of these sections will 
keep up the publicity for the woman’s 
department of the fair, and already let- 
ters are being received that women all 
over the state are not only interested 
in coming to the fair, but interested in 
making exhibits, especially along the 
line of work accomplished by them on 
farms. 

They will exhibit dairy products, live 
stock and various farm products. 

Mrs. Lumpkin and Mrs. Black are 
giving their services to the movement. 
Though they are beautifully entertain- 
ed wherever they have been, their trav- 
eling expenses they pay themselves. 

It is up to the women of Georgia to 
join in this well organized campaign 
for the exploitation and encouragement 
of woman’s work, especially along ag- 
ricultural lines. 

Besides the exhibits in the woman’s 
department, there will be spectacular 
features for the entertainment of the 
women who come to the fair. There 
will be conferences on woman’s work, 
arranged for certain days, and adver- 
tised ahead. There will be special ex- 
hibits in art on certain days, and al- 
ways the all-day cooking school and 
demonstrations. An out-of-door play 
will be put on by the Drama league, 
which will be interpreted by the best

The price for these inferior articles 
is exactly what was paid for the supe- 
rior article made in Germany or Aus- 
tria. The majority of women consult- 
ed will tell you that no accessory of 
the toilet at the present moment is 
more proportionately expensive than 
the invisible hair net, with which she 
must confine her wayward or restless 
tresses. 

How long is this inferiority: of man- 
ufacture of so many necessary little 
things going to last in this country?

Villa Is Headed for a Sec- 
tion, of Mexico Where He 
Can Defy Pursuit — No 
News Comes From General 
Pershing’s Column. 


El Paso, Texas, March 25.—Francisco 
Villa has outwitted his pursuernm by 
splitting his forces, leaving one body 
to hold in check the Carranza forces 
in the neighborhcod of Namiquipa, 
while he himself, at the head of a 
picked force, is trying to break through 
the lines of his enemies south of Made- 
ra, according to information brought 
here today by Americans arriving 
Pearson and Casas Grandes. 

Close on Heels of Fugitive. 

This information doubled the inter- 
est with Which word is awaited from. 
General Pershing that the American 


‘ | coupled with what is’ 
officially known as to the progress of 
the punitive columns, American cavalry 
reached Madera yesterday and should 
be close on the heels of the fugitives 
today. 

From Madera south ds far as Tutua- 
ca, a distance of about 30 miles, a moun- 
tain trail winds through the Sierra 
Madres. 

At Tutuaca it bends sharply to the 
southeast until it is lost in the wild 
and barren country south of Minaca. 
This trail was known for years as 
“Pancho's road.” It was popularly be- 
lieved to have been broken by the 
bandit, and its intricacies are known 
to but few but him. No wagons can 
possibly pierce the desolate mountain 
region ‘through which the road runs. 
Few Americans are known to have pen- 
etrated the district. Ben Harris, a vet- 
eran scout, who is now living here, de- 
clared today that if Villa succeeded in 
reaching Tutuaca, the task of finding 
him would be a hopeless one. 

“Only Mexican ponies can take that 
road,” he said, “and even they must 
be very lightly loaded. The trail skirts 
the edges of canyons 3,000 to 4,000 feet 
deep and winds over bleak mountain 
tops, where the cold and rare air makes 
living almost unbearable. I could defy 
1,000 soldiers to catch me in that coun- 
try, and Villa knows every nook and 
cranny of it.” 

Agreement With Carranza. 

Apart from the keen anticipation of 
news that the American soldiers were 
within reach of their prey, the border 
was mostly interested today in the re- 
port from Washington that an agree- 
ment had been reached in substance 
between the first chief and Washing- 
ton which would permit General Fun- 
ston to use the Mexican railroads.

SHIPS WERE TORPEDOED, 
U. S. CONSULS REPORT 


State Department Will Not 


Act Until All the Facts 


Have Been Ascertained. 
Reports So Far Not Con- 
sidered Conclusive. 


Washington, March 26.—The channel 
steamer Sussex, damaged yesterday in 
the English channel, and the British 
eteamship Englishman, destroyed by 
an explosion, both carrying American 
citizens, were torpedoed, according to 
consular reports received by the state 
department today. Flat ‘statements 
that torpedoes were responsible were 
made in both cases, but the consuls did 
not give the source of their informa- 
tion. 

Twenty-five Americans were on the 
Sussex. Whether any of them lost 
thetr lives or were injured was not 
established by the official reports; 
though news dispatches indicated that 
Americans might have been lost. Four 
Americans employed as horse handlers 
were aboard the Englishman. None 
was among the rescued landed at a 
British port.

partment was awaiting the result of an 


investigation of the sinking of the 
Dutch liner Tubantia and considering 
affidavits regarding the alleged sub-

Ambassador Sharp’s Report. 

The most important dispaten regard- 
ing the Sussex came from Ambassador 
Sharp, at Paris. He reported that the 
American consular agent at Dieppe, 


Walter P. S. Palmer-Samborne, had in- 


formed him that the Sussex was tor- 
pedoed about six miles off the French 
coast while carrying 386 passengers 
and a crew of 55, and that sixty or 
eighty passengers had been wounded or 
killed. Ambassador 
Samuel Bemis, an American, as saying 
that he had seen several persons killed 
in the explosion. 

Ambassador Page, at London, report- 
ed that the British government had in- 
formed him of the disaster and sup- 
plied the names of the twenty-five 
American passengers. 

Before the dispatch from Ambassa- 
dor Sharp was received instructions to 
forward immediately all available de- 
tails of the Englishman and Sussex 
disasters were sent to consular and 
diplomatic representatives tn England 
and France. 

First information regarding the 
Americans aboard the Englishman was 
received in a dispatch from Consul 
Armstrong at Bristol. The fact that 
the Englishman had carried horses to 
St. Nazaire, France, before starting on 
her refurn trip, during which she was 
destroyed, does not alter the case in 
the opinion of officials. The state de- 
partment censiders that the transpor- 
tation of horses does not give a ship 
the character of a nr auxtl- 
iary. 


Source of Much Gentine, 

The ‘numerous recent occasions in 
which ships carrying American citi- 
zens have met with disaster or have 
been the objects of alleged attacks have 
been a source of much concern in 
high administration circles, but the 
state department is considering the 
case with an open mind and will not de- 
termine upon a course until all posstble 
information has been secured. The 
possibility that mines might have been 
responsible has not been excluded from 
consideration. In case it is not defi- 
nitely established just what destroyed 
the Englishman and damaged the Sus- 
sex, the state department probably will 
make inquiries of Germany as to 
whether its submarines were con- 
cerned. 

Secretary Lansing made it elear to- 
night that reports so far received could 
not be considered conclustve. 

It is possible all the cases of unex-

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Augusta, Ga. March 25.—The wel- 
fare committee, assigned to the task 
of providing for the hemeless and needy 
families of Augusta, caused by the dev- 
astating fire Wednesday night, issued 
a signed statement tonight to the ef- 
fect that 526 homes were destroyed by 
the fire. 

In tonight's statement the committee 
says that at first it was believed that 
$50,000 would be sufficient to care for 
the homeless, but after a thorough in- 
vestigation a much larger sum will be 
needed, and concludes with the state- 
ment: 

“We rest in the confidence we have in 
our people and send you this simple 
statement of facts which carry with 
them their own eloquent appeal.” 

It is estimated that between 3,000 and 
3,500 individuals are now being cared 
for by relatives and friends. 

An unconfirmed report from what is 
believed to be a reliable source to- 
night states that the national board 
of fire underwriters of New York will 
arrive in Augusta Monday to adjust 
the claims arising from the heavy loss- 
es in the fire Wednesday night. 

It is also stated that members of the 
borad will remain in Augusta sixty days 
if necessary to facilitate the settlement 
of claims. . 

The business of the city has practi- 
cally reached a normal state today 
after the disastrous fire last Wednes- 
day night. The work of rebuilding the 
business section devastated will begin 
as soon as the debris can be cleared 
away. Some business establishments 
plan to begin rebuilding within a few 
days. 

The area between Broad street and 
the Savannah river. east of Fifth street, 
is to be converted into a manufactur- 
ing center, it is said. The residence 
section on lower Broad and Greene 
streets, it is understood, will be rebuilt. 

The relief fund is growing rapidly, 
$30,000 to $35,000 having already been 
subscribed, and it is announced the city 
is fully prepared to care for all those 
in distress. 

The Augusta Bar association an- 
nounced today that the meeting sched- 
uled for tonight had been cancelled. 
Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, who was 
to be honor guest, was notified not to 
come.

FAMOUS RECIPE | 
OF PRESIDENT’S 
WEDDING CAKE

will before browning over the top. 
Time for this large cake was two 
hours. 

Meringue Icing—Materials for syrup: 
Four and one-half cups granulated 
sugar, one and one-half cups water. 
Materials for meringue: Six egg 
whites, six tablespoons. granulated su- 
gar, one and one-half teaspoons Cal- 
umet Baking Powder. Materials for 
finish: Three egg whites, six drops 
rose water. Quantities above are two 
and one-half times amount required for 
usual family size. 

Preparation—Make syrup that will 
crack when dropped in ice water.

In a Formal Card 
Maybe the Black Cat on His 
Family Coat of Arms Had 
Something to Do With the 


Hard Luck of the Duke of 
Miselmeri. 


Duke Raoul 8. Bonanno has just 
about arrived at the conclusion that 
the hoodoo that has befallen him of 
late ig due to the black cat that jumps 
across his family coat of arms. 

Some newspapers in this part of the 


country have made.matters rather em- 
barrassing for the duke, saying that 


he’ isn't any such thing, and that his 


title is bogus. 

He says it is an outrage, and, in 
corroboration of his claim to the duke- 
dom of Miselmeri he has issued a state- 
ment in substantiation of his claim. 

In it he even describes his family 
coat of arms, “consisting of a prince 


crown adorned by mantle of ermine 
and gold, with the figure of a black 
cat passing by.“ 

The superstitious American suggest- 
ed that it was likely the black cat had 
followed him to America. 

More About the Black Cat. 

The black cat symbolizes, according 
to the duke’s statement, the needless- 
ness of sun or moon to the Bonanno 
family. The Latin inscription beneath 
the coat of arms reads: 

“Neque sol per diem, neque luna per 


noctem.” 
Translated, it is: 
“Neither sun by day or moon by 


night.” 

The black cat requires no sun or 
moon to guide him in his neighborhood 
prowlings. Midnight and high noon 


are the same to him. 

But this does not mean that the 
Bonanno family is a roaming set. Duke 
Bonanno interprets it thusly in his 


statement: 

„Meaning that the Bonanno family 
needs no sun by day or moon by night, 
for it shines in its own brilliance. 

Duke Bonanno used to sing in 
Stringer’s moving picture theater in 
Gainesville. He also sang “illuminat- 
ed” songs. They used to call them 
illustrated. Clint Stringer, however, a 
man with advanced managerial ideas, 
calls them “illuminated” songs. 

“The name of my family,” Bonanno 
explains for the benefit of thoge who 
either do not know or doubt, “is Bo- 
nanno di Cattolica, and its position in 
Italian nobility has been recognized 
since 1285. 

“My grandfather was the holder of 
eighteen titles, of which Prince of 
Cattolica’ was the highest, and Duke 
of Miselmeri’ the second in eminence. 

Titles Galore. 

“Some of the other titles which he 
held were Duke of Montalbano, Duke 
of Forests, Marquis of Limins, Count 
of Vicari, Baron of Siculiana. 

The duke explains that Cattolica, his 
home town, is in the middle western 

tion of Sicily. 
voi tities, he onys: were transmitted 
to heirs in accord with the old Sicilian 
law.. He happened to draw the second 
in eminence.” 

“My grandfather had two sons and 
four daughters, the eldest of which 
was my mother. Upon father’s death 
the oldest son, Salvatore, became hold- 
er of the titles, and his brother, Nato- 
nio, became the direct heir, taking the 
second highest : tle . the list, that 
of. e of Miselmeri.” 

55 mR tore died in 1896 and hts broth- 
er, Antonlo, Duke Bonanno’s uncle, got 


‘all ine titles. The king, he says, rec~- 


ognized them. The records of the de- 
sree. according to the duke, will be 
found in the archives of the Consulta 
Araldica of the Italian kingdom. 

“My mother died in 1897. and I, as 
the only son, inherited her title and 
am the only direct heir to my uncle’s 
titles in case he should die before me, 
with the present right to the title of 
Duke of Miselmeri.” 

The duke further adds: 

“The whole thing is simplicity itself 
for a European, but it has been my 
experience that unless I would make 
a history of the titles and the laws 
governing them, my intimate American 
friends would fail to understand.“

GERMAN STORY 
OF THE BATTLE. 

Berlin, March 26.—(Via Amsterdam 
and London.)—The following statement 
on the engagament in the North Sea on 
February 29, in which the German aux- 
iliary cruiser Greif was sunk, together 
with the British Alcantara, was issued 
today by the admiralty: 

“The admiralty staff states that, ac- 
cording to news from- various places 
which has been confirmed, an engage- 
ment occurred on February 29 in the 
northern part of the North Sea be- 
tween the 
Greif and three British cruisers and 
one destroyer. In the course of the 
battle the Greff was sunk ‘by a torpedo 
shot by a great British cruiser to some 
fifteen thousand tons, and finally blew 
herself up. 

“About 150 men of the crew of the 
Greif, whose names are not yet known, 
now are prisoners of war to the Brit- 
ish. They are cut off from all com- 
munication’ with the outer world by 
the British, who observed the strictest 
secrecy regarding events. Measures 
against this have been taken.”

‘Western theatre: There have been 
no actual changes in the situation 
since yesterday. In the Meuse district 
artillery duels were especially lively 
and in the course of these engage- 
ments Verdun was set on fire.

All Classes Contribute. 


“The collection has been remarkable, 
not only in the amount raised, but in 
the number of persons who have con- 
tributed. Among them are people in 
all walks of life, and from little chil- 
dren up to the most conspicuous citi- 
zens in he community. It has been 
a veritable outpouring, and people have 
given wifheut respect to denomina- 
tional lines. The Methodists, however, 
have contributed more langely than 
those of any other one denomination, 
as they ought to have done. But 
good people of all churches and of no 
churches have borne a large part in 
this remarkably successful campaign. 

“The amount Atlanta has contrib- | 
uted will cover the cost of the build- 
ings now in process of erection, and at 
least one of the four proposed and re- 
quired for e school of medicine.

But now 
the financial conditions have so great- 
ly improved, and the Atlanta campaign 
been carried to such a triumphant suc- 
cess, we propose to launch a campaign 
all over the southern states east of the 
Mississippi river. 

This campaign will be organized 
and conducted by an educational com- 
mittee, carefully chosen for the pur- 
pose. Already the Rev. C. C. Jarrell 
and the Rev. J. A. Harmon have begun 
the campaign in Georgia. The Rev. 
J. S. Frazer, D. D., of Montgomery, 
Ala., will conduct the campaign in 
Alabama; the Rev. Robert Selby, 
Brookhaven, Miss., in his state. These 
four gentlemen already are at work 
and meeting with encouraging suc- 
cess. Other commissioners will be an- 
pointed and put to work as rapidly. 
and as soon as suitable men can be 
secured. 

“The schools of theology, of medicine 
and of liberal arts of the university al- 
ready are in operation, and the enroll- 
ment in them a little more than 600 
students. The law school will be opened 
in September. Other departments will 
be opened as fast as the work can be 
done well.

On the assumption that the request 
of the United States would be granted, 
however, a quantity of stores has al- 
ready been sent to El Paso for ship- 
ment over the road d General Car- 
ranza’s delay in authorizing their trans- 
portation was a subject of comment at 
army headquarters. 

Failure to send supplies through Jua- 
rez over the railroad into the country 
where the troops now are operating 
will not stop the campaign, but it was 
admitted it would mat rially retard 
General Pershing s activities. Already 
there has been so many changes in the 
positions of the mobile forces dispatch- 
ed from Casas Grandes that the logical 
railroad to use for getting supplies to 
a part of them whould be the Nation- 
al, which goes straight from Juarez to 
Chihuahua tnstead of making the wide 
swing to the west that the Northwest- 
ern does. The Northwestern is the logi- 
cal line for supplying troops near Casas 
Grandes, but since many of them now 
are more than a hundred miles fartner 
south, General Funston believes that 
time would be saved by routing the 
stores over the National, especially 
since many repairs would have to be 
made on the Northwestern south of 
Casas Grandes. 

Wants Direct Routs. 

Whether General Funston will request 
the vernment to get permission to 
use the National, however, will depend 
upon the answer to the request already 
made, he said. He admitted the desir- 
ability of using the direct route, but 
recognized also the inadvisability of 
compounding his request. 

The utilization of the flying corps 
for transmission of reports from the 
field was regarded at headquarters with 
keen satisfaction.

“I do not mean to criticise a single 
judge in this state, but when the judge 
serves the people who elect him, the 
system itself inspires an indifference 
to the office and a disregard for the 
court, which breeds contempt for the 
law and indifference to its enforce- 
ment. While honest differences be- 
tween upright, honest citizens ever 
have, and ever will, require the inter- 
vention of courts, this type of litigant 
is ever faithful and obedient to the 
law. 
“The menace to the court is the man 
who would openly violate the law, or 
who is indifferent to its enforcement, 
and this type is ever active in local 
politics. What active heeler at the 
polis, who feels that he has contribu- 
ted largely to the election of the judge, 
will have the slightest fear of being 
arraigned before him. It is this sys- 
tem which is sapping the vital force 
of our courts. This is true regardiess 
of the fact that the judge may be ab- 
solutely above reproach. This cannot 
be applicable to any other elective. 
office as it is to a judge, for the sim- 
ple reason that none other exercises 
the judicial function. 
“Our collection laws are crude and 
inefficent, and, under the present ad- 
ministration of our courts, are a farce. 
This knowledge has driven capital 
away from us and has prevented the 
investment of money in this state, 
which is so much needed for the de- 
velopment of our diversified and al- 
most boundless resources. In addition 
to this it has placed the borrower ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the lender in 
the matter of interest rates and other 
charges. In other words, as capital be- 
lieves the risk more hazardous, the 
rate of interest will increase, if the 
money can be secured at all. This is 
true whether or not conditions justify 
the opinion. The fact that outside 
capital entertains these views of the 
state makes it essential that some 
radical steps should be taken to cor- 
rect this evil and extend to the out- 
side world a welcome to every investor 
and a guarantee of absolute protec- 
tion not only of person, but of every 
dollar invested. 
“What Georgia needs is sufficient 
capital to develop its water powers, 
its mining interests and to build in- 
dustries of every kind to give food and 
employment to its people and to bless 
them with the contentment and happi- 
ness that comes with prosperity. Let 
the people rise up in their power and 
overthrow the political demagogue, the 
character assassin, the unscrupulous 
agitator, who prospers by his vices, 
and the day will soon dawn when 
you will hear no more these infamous 
slanders directed against the state or 
our people, and the golden tide of in- 
vesting capital will be flowing our 
way. : 
Must Educate People,, 


“The disregard for law and the con- 
tempt for written statutes can hardly 
be corrected by writing more statutes. 
To correct this we must go directly 
to the people themselves, who are, aft- 
er all, the source of the law, as every 
statute is dependent upon the will of 
the people for its enforcment. There- 
fore, a more effective system of edu- 
cation is absolutely essential and im- 
perative. It is a shame that this great 
state, with only one companion, stands 
alone in the matter of a total lack of 
any measures looking to compulsory 
education. 

“However, before very much progress 


those who voluntarily attend the pub- 
lic schools, there are radical changes 
I ‘believe to be essential. The super- 
intendent of schools of the counties is} 
the most important officé in the coun- 
ty, for not only should he be a busi- 
ness man of capacity. to secure the 


best results from the amount of money 


expended, but he should also combine 
the qualities of a skilled educator and 
be qualified to direct the conduct of 
all the schools and raise them to the 
highest point of efficiency. 

‘To secure this type of officer, the 
board of education should have the 
power to take him from anywhere. 
within or without the state, and to 
pay him a salary commensurate with 
his talents. I do not believe that any 
progress can be made in our public 
school system, regardless of the amount 
of money we appropriate and raise by 
local taxation, until these funds are 
administered by superintendents who 
are out of, and aloof from, politics 
and properly qualified for the work. 
“You might elect the board of edu- 
cation by the people and let them be 
responsible directly to the people for 
their acts, but, above all things, allow 
this board of education to go out and 
find you a fit and proper superintend- 
ent, pay him an adequate salary and 
keep him out of politics.

“May God speed the day when there 
shall be, within easy reach of every 
child within the state of Georgia, a 
properly conducted, well-equipped 
school, supported by the state, with 
proper school books furnished with- 
out cost, and the strong arm of the 
law to restrain the parent who would 
deny his child the blessings of an edu- 
cation. This, after all, is the real 
source of the progress of the state, its

JUDGE MUST WRITE JURY CHARGE 
WHEN REQUESTED BY ATTORNEYS 


A unique decision of the court of ap- 
peals, Judge R.. B. Russell writing the 
opinion, handed down Saturday, makes 
it mandatory upon a judge of any court 
writing his jury charge in his own 
handwriting, and not a stenographic 
charge, if the attorneys request it. 

The decision is as follows: 

‘The requirement of the penal code 
that the judges of the superior, city 
and county courts shall, when the coun- 
sel for either party requests it before 
argument begins, write out their 
charges and read them to the jury’ 
(penal code, 1055) is mandatory, and 
when such a request is made it is er- 
ror to give a charge in any other man- 
ner than in writing. 

In other words, a judge cannot dictate 
his charge to his stenographer when an 
attorney requests that he write his 
charge. 

This decision was handed down in 
the case of Brindle vs. the State. Josie 
Brindle, of Rome, Ga., was found guilty 
of illegal sale of liquor, and was con- 
victed. Her attorney requested Judge 
Reece, of the city court of Floyd county, 
to write out his charge to the jury be- 
fore argument began. Judge Reece dic- 
tated his charge to the court stenogra- 
pher. Because of this fact Josie 
Brindle is now granted a new trial by 
the court of appeals. 


FLOYD COUNTY BEING SURVEYED 
BY FEDERAL HEALTH EXPERTS 


Floyd county is now being surveyed 
by a score of federal health experts 
under the lencorense of Surgeon Wil- 
liam H. Slaughter, United States public 
health service.

Are Fleeced. 


New York, March 25.—(Special.)— 
Rumors of peace have been heard ber 
fore, but not from auch authoritative 
sources as was the case during the past 
week or so, and so when it was re- 
ported that the nation’s leading bank-~ 
er had said that “peace was not far 
oft,” there was a vigorous raid on all 
war stocks in the New York market, 
and prices dropped perpendicularly for 
many such issues, carrying all other se- 
curities’ Values down a little with them. 
Subsequently, it was discovered that the 
exact remarks of the banker were some~ 
what different from the early inter- 
pretations of them, and consequently, 
the market improved a little. The 
drive of the bears served to scare the 


public out of the market for a time,, 


however, and so effectively interrupt- 
ed the bull markets which had been in 
progress for two or three weeks. Many 
snorts who had not covered before 
found an opportunity to buy stocks at 
a profit to them on the breaks, and, 
after a day or two of dullness, it was 
their buying which again rallied the 
market towards the close of the week. 
It is the general opinion in the secur- 
ity markets that a large number of 
small speculators with weakly mar- 
gined accounts had been flocking into 
the market in the previous week or two, 
and as such were undoubtedly shaken 
out by the sudden drop in prices. It is 
believed that the position of the market 
as a whole has been strengthened. It 
has been the objective of leading bank- 
ers for over a year, whenever strength 
develepoed in securities, to prevent peo- 
ple of small means from buying on 
very narrow margins. Such condi- 
tions are dangerous in markets such as 
have been seen during the last year, 
and so it is broadly hinted in Wall 
street that the sudden prominence of 
peace rumors was merely an excuse 
or 2 oe gan yr the position of stocks 
by driving out the petty gambling ele- 
ment. kers are not adverse to an 
orderly advance in stock prices, nor 
are they opposed to participation in 
profits by small investors and specula- 
tors who do not take undue risks by 
carrying stocks on slender margins, 
but they are ever wary of inflation 
and especially so at a time when the 
enormous surplus money supply of the 
country might easily become diverted 
into gambling in securities by thou- 
sands of people too uninformed as to 
securities to use discretion in their 
commitments. Brokers catering to 
the dealings of small speculators are 
continually combating the work of the 
more conservative houses and of banks 
by making alluring statements about 
various securities of small value and 
in view .of the general strength of the 
financial situation, which would result 
in steady gains in all high-class securi- 
ties sooner or later, the public has 
been taken into many enterprises of 
questionable merit in recent months 
in spite of opposition by conservative 
interests. . such a situation, profes- 
sional traders have -been making all 
of the money in the stock market in 
recent months. 


Money and Foreign Exchange. 
The money market has been a little 
firmer lately, although without any 
special reason, excepting the increased 


burrowing of early in the month for 


epreations in securities. 

German exchange continues makin 
new low records. It is believed tha 
the continued failure of the Teutonic 
ih by sab at Verdun will be followed by 
still further heavy declines, but a rally 
in marks might follow final success in 
that attack.

Foreign Security Sales Exaggerated. 

Reports of the huge amount of 
American securities mobilized and ready 
for sale in London have been exagger- 
ated, according to statements given 
out on his return home by J. P. Mor- 
gan. This is also borne out by the 
decrease in the cable offerings of se- 
eurities from abroad which has been 
witnessed in recent weeks, although 
it is believed that selling would in- 
crease in volume if there should be any 
large advance in securities’ prices, 
This is especially true of high-grade 
bonds, as it is said that investment 
holders on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic prefer to hold their high-grade se- 
curities until prices are so high here 
that the yield is below normal. In 
view of the possibility of a large 
amount -of selling from abroad, there 
is no desire to advance the market for 
the best railroad bonds at this time.
